Science quite possibly covers more areas of 
human life and environment than any other subject. 
At Kennedale, the emphasis is placed upon sciences 
which involve several fields of study. 


Mre Rhodes and Miss Sandy teach the general 
science and biology classese Mr. Farris instructs 
the chemistry and physics classes, which are 
alternated each yeare 


In general science, one learns some of the basic facts of all sciences. 
Biology concentrates the study to those sciences which concern the classification, 
anatomy, and chemistry of all living things. These courses give the student a 
good background in scientific principles and thinking which will help him to cope 
with the problems of everyday life. 


Physics and chemistry are more advanced courses. Physics includes a study 
of inaminate matter, its movements, natural phenomena, and the application of 
mathematics to physical changes. Students learn of the composition of substances, 
their characteristics, and the properties of their components in chemistrye They 
also become acquainted with chemical changes, reactions, and what causes theme 


Thus, science courses at Kennedale are geared to help both those who plan to 
continue scientific studies and those who have decided to enter other fields. 


Mathematics Advances 


General Math, Algebra 1, Algebra 11, Plane Geometry, 
and Trigonometry are the math courses taught at Kennedale.
